occaſion thereof, but eſpecially in re- 
ſpe& of fleſhly deſiers,whereunto by the 
trailty of his nature he was inclined: and* 
thishe eſteemed to be a preſent remedy, 
to take away the cauſe whereby his wan- 
ton appetite was ſtirred vv. But this 
mans action wanteth a great part of that 
comendation which otherwiſe it would 
haue deſerued, if offering no violence to * ' 
the members of his bodie,giuen by God 
to good vies, he would rather haue mor- 


tified . | 
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- tified and brideled his affe&ions. And 
yer this man liuing in blindnes, and ig- 
norance of the true knowledge, ſhall ac- 
cuſe the wanton and licentious impes of 
ourage, who are ſofarfrom turning a- 
way their eies from Dalila, that they feed 
their faricies,and nouriſh their affetions 
euen with hirlookes, hauing cies full of 
adulterie, as itisin the ſecond Chapter 2.Per.2.14. 
of Saint Peters ſecond Epiſtle. And al- 
though we find this precept in the ſcrip- 
ture, that if ourcie offende vs, we ſhould Mar.5.29. 
plucke it out,and caſt it from vs: yet is it 
not ment in the indgement of the beſt 
learned, rhat we ſhoulde depriue our 
ſelues of that member, but thatwe ſhuld 
moderate, tame, and cut offthat affeRi- 
on, which cauſeth our cie thus to offend, 
for otherwiſe the verbal and literal ſenſe 
al'oweth the Philoſophers action before 
al.eaged, and ſome other like tragicall 
and: bloodie executions, done by hea- 
then men,tor ſome good reſpe&ts, vpon 
their owne bodies. 

Among other paſſions which Da/ia is 
woont moſt linely to expreſle with hir 
cies, 'thisis one, that ſheis able to com- 
mand teares at all times, in greatabun- 

dance, 
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dance , as'a fignification of ſome great 
ſorrow conceiued, if ſhe ſee that it may 
be a meane to mooue ſome commiſera- 
_ tioninhim,for whom ſhe laieth hir nets, * 
and ſo thereby to obtaine hir purpoſe, 
But theſe teares are full of deceit,andare 
powred into thy boſome to ouerwhelme 
thy bodie with infinite miſeries, andto 
plunge thy ſoule alſo in perpetuall tor- 
ments.” If the Crocodile- weepe : take 
heed, heintendeth to denour thee: and 
if Dalila powre out-teares; auoide hir 
ſnare,orelſe thy deſtruQion is neere. She 
WP hath no more mercie thana Crocodile, 
| for how can ſhe haue any copaſſion, thar 
| 1s void of all true loue,and carieth deno-. 
tion to nothing elſe, than to the ſatisfi-  ; 
eng of hirluſt, and maintaining of hir 
brauerie , by thy beggerie : wherein the 
crocodile may ſeeme to be preferred be- 
fore hir, bicauſe the nature of this beaſt 
being rauenous, it is credible that hun- | 
gerenforceth him to this butcherie: but - 
Dalila being full, hath neuet enough, ſhe * 
_ will not be ſatisfied, but likethe horſe- 
leach cleaueth cloſe to theskin , vntill it 
be ready to breake: and yet inthis the 
harſcleach alſo goeth before hir; inthat

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it{uckethnothing elſe, but the cortupe 
blood , arid: bad humours of grofle:/ho+ 
dies. :;: but Dalila ſucketh out: the beſt 
blood,cuen our hart blood, andihe eſca+ 
peth well whoſe purſe onele paicth far 
hir ptide. Therefore bewiſe to follow the 
cyunſell of Salomon. in..the fixt: of bis

neither let hir take thee with bir eie lids, for 26, 


birauſe of the ,mhooriſh raman a man # 
brought ta amorſellof bread, and awoman wil 
hmt for the precious life of a man. Thus are 
the eies of Dal/ilaallo importunate. 

Theinoſe may not be'ouerpaſſed with- 
ont ſome'note.For this ſheprouideth hir 
ſa'cete ſauours and perfumes, wherewith 
ſh2 may notonely pleaſe hirſelfe, but al- 
ſo thoſe that haue acceſſe ynto hir. Hir 


muskes and hir ciuets , to what purpoſe -- 


ſerue they ?-to perfume hir daintie no- 
ſtrels : hir.pomanders and hir powders, 
wherefore are they prouided? to delight 
hir daintie noſtrels : hir flowers, and hir 
poſies of all ſorts, to whatendeare they 
worne 2 to. refreſh hir daintie noſtrels, 
and thatſhe may be traced by the ſent of 
thoſe odours; And no maruell, for ſome 
of -theſe daintie Dallas would 'hardlie 
C abide 
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abide the ſauour of their owne corrupt 
bodies, if theſe other hot ſmels were re- 
mooued: a reaſon why theyare ſo much 
in vic with them, and that of chaſte ma- 
rrons, verie few.ornone, do follow their 
example, bicauſe of the ſuſpicion where- 
unto theſe perfumes areſubie&,not that 
- Itis ynlawtull or vnſeemely , for gentle- 
-** women of qualitie to weare them, but 
for that they.are vnwilling to. beare the 
note which ordinarilie accompanieth 
theſe ſmels. This being now a daies a ve- 
rie comon ſpeech in everie mans mouth: 
A' woman then ſauoreth beſt, when ſhe 
ſmellerh of nothing . And Salomon a- 
mong other notesof that light huſwife, 


vſe this ſpeech to the yoong man deſti- 
tute of vynderſtanding: / hae perfumed my 
bed with myrrhe aloes,and cynamon : Come let 
vs take our fill of loue wntill the morning. 
Thus is the noſe alſo of Dak/aimportu- 

nate. E 
Theeares of Da{/aare of like force, al- 
waies opento hearken if there be any fic 
for hir humour, and inquiſitiue, where, 
and howe, ſhe may beſt ſpred hir net to 
entangle them,and itis the beſt _—_— 
tnat 
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deſcribed in his prouerbs, maketh hir to 
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that can arriue,when any news is broght 
'ynto hir that a foole 1s taken. Itisin 
yaine to talke to hir of modeſtie, of gra- 
wrie, of remperance, chaſtitie, and ſuch 
like vertues, which are the principall-or= 
namentsbeſceming a woman, ſhe liketh 
notſuch diſcourſes : but wanton ſongs, 
idle and prophane communication, tull 
of all kinde of incontinent and intempe- 
rate termes;do beſt delight hireares. A+ 
ny thing tharſerueth to effeminate the 
minde;as muſicke without meaſure ( for 


. with meaſure itis not to be diſallowed) 


ſoundeth ſweetely in hir eares; herewith 


| ſhelulleth hir peramours a ſleepe, and ſo 


charmeth them, that although they are 
waking, yer ſleepe they ſtil on the bed of 
wanronnes and ſecuritie. Pſalmes and 
Hymnes are baniſhed the place where 
fhe reſideth, ſuch a confortis not agree- 
able with hir diſpoſition, it will wake the 
children a ſleepe,and fo indeed it wil, ſhe 
is not deceiued. I remember to haue 
read, that thoſe which are ſtoong with a

hath not ſo much grace, but with pain- 
ting and: colouring.” 'The otheriparts 
likewiſe of hir countenance though per- 
haps naturally crow-white , yet by art 
are made lilly-white, 'arid thereisſucha 
correſpondencie betweene the colours, 
as if you ſhould not iudge hir to beſome

If you breath vpon hirface, you hazard:

complexion will not abide it. T-haue 
heard it cited out of an ancient and 
graue writer, whoasketh this queſtion 
ofthe painted dames of his time, with 
what face they durſt thns to colour their 
faces ? Their faces ginen vnto them by 
GOD, their faces made according to 
the perfe&on of his workmanſhip, per- 
te, abſolute, and without all controle- 
ment; and to adde to that by art, which 
noart was able to make, much lefſe to 
coxreR-or amend : ſo'as he marielled 
how they could ithagin&God woiild ac- 
©” C 3 know- 
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knowledge them for his workemanſhip, 
atthe laſt day,hauing ſo much diſguiſed, 
and altered them ſelues, from that co- 
lorand complexion, which it had pleaſed 
him in their creation. to.beltow vpon 
them, A perfe& Painter,Caruer,or other 
like artiticer, hauing drawen aportrea- 
ture,or carued an image,is able toiudge, 
and to know his owne:worke, ſo long as 
it remaineth in the ſtate wherein he hr(t 
madeit ; butifa bungler, or ſome ſim- 
ple grinder of colors, ſhall ſlubber over 
the ſamie with new ſhadowes,new deuiſes;

rext, and deſcribed more at large by Sa- 
lomon; it ſhall be meete ro enrerinto a 
more particular conſideration, of the 
dangerous effe&ts which itworketh, and 
of the manifold dangers, whereunto it 
maketh men ſ{ubie&, Wehad in the be- 
inning of this diſcourſe an imaginarie

At-the:laſt ſhe becommeth impatient,

Beſides, it is added that ſhe is 
importunate,and importunate:continu- 
ally, and vexed Samſors ſoul tothe death; 
Thus weſee how bad women'can play 
the'good orators, gy oy their cauſes 
with great cunning, It one way willnot 
ferue, another hall -be found our; if 
ſweete words alone will nor preuaile, 
then let ſome ſower expoſtalation be 
added : if both willdoo'no good, then 
more paſhonate:rermes, and coniurati- 
ons may take efte&. And thus, with this 
kinde of charme was Samſors mind dif- 
tracted, as appeareth inthe texr,that his 
foule: was pained vnto the death; ſuch 
force had hir words, ſuch deepeimpreſ- 
fion did hir importunate1ntreaties make 
is his hart. If he be but a common 


- friend, nay aſtratiger vnto vs, that with 


kinde and louing ſpeeches craueth our 


 affiſtance, and/fauor in any reaſonable 


cauſe; we ſhould thinke our ſelues void 
of common humanitie, if we ſhould not 


' condeſcend to-his-perition ; but much 


more 
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morewauld we condemne our ſelues,of 
more than inhumanitie, ifwe ſhould des 
nie a requeſt of ſome nmportanceto'the 
partie:towards whom we carry an extra- 
ordinarie affe&ion. And therefore it is 
110 maruclif Samſon were thus perplexed, 
whoſe hart was wholy in Da{i{zs poſſeſſi- 
on, or rather,(ſuch was his infirmitie)in 
hir hart. 

Vnder-ſweete honie ſometimes lur- 
keth much poiſon, and vnder fawning 
words, is hidden no lefle deceit, and he 
ſwalloweth a deadly hooke, that takerh 
not good heede to this baite. There is 
no:treachierie more dangerous,thenthat 
which is masked with athew of amitioz 
and words,are ſo manie {words, vnleffe 
the hart and toong dgoconcurre togi- 
ther, and the one vtrter truly, that which 
the qthermeaneth ſincerely. We catimot 
looke into this part; it is the onely office 
and property of the Lord, to ſee the ſe- 
crets which lurke therein,and therefore 
it falleth-out, that ſo many are deceiued 
by the truſt which they repoſe in the 
treacherous. The Phiſition to make his 
bitter pils!the more-acceptable to his 
patient, wrappeth them in ſugar, _ 
tnar 
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that: meane, beguiling his taſt;:the pils 
are the more willingly recciued : ſo they 
that intend miſchicte in their harts, will 
like cunning Phiſitions, make ſuch a 
confe&ion, as their words ſhall ſeeme 
more {weete-than_hony, . whereby they 
will the more eaſily efte& their wicked 
purpoſes. But the Phiſitions pollicy pro- 


ceedeth from the tender care he hath of * 


the healch of his patient, whoſe ſtomack 
without ſome helpe will not brooke the 
bitrernes of the medecine : but treache- 


rous Dabla, applicth hir flattering ſpee- ' 


ches to no otherend, than to ſhare him 
towards whom ſhe pretendeth loue,and 
to: compaſle hir - wicked deuiſes more 


freely without ſuſpition, But the poore 


bird is ſooneſt deceiued; when ſhe giueth 
care to the foulerscall: and the ſcely fiſh 
that taketh the bait, receiueth therewith 
alſo his bane. If Argus harken to Mer- 
curics pipe, Argus hundred: cies will 
ſoone be ouertaken with ſleepe, and 
Mercuries {woord readie to. cut Argus 
throate. The Syrens ſongs are ſweete but 
deceitfull, and they them ſelues are no- 
thingelſe'then the images of ſo manie 


Dalilas, Maidens vpward, and of great - 


beautie, 
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beautie, but monſters vnder the water, 
and like oughe fiſhes: faire in ſhewe,and 
ſweete inſhewe, burtin deede foule,maſt 
bitrer , and rauenous creatures. That 


which is faire in them, is ſer foorth to 


the view, to allure : but their deformi- 
ties are hidden, leaſt they (huuld deter : 
and therefore Vlifles like a wiſe and diſ- 
creet man, is {aid to haue ſtopped his 
cares attheirſongs, and to haue cauſed 
him ſelfe to be bound to the maſt of his 
ſhip, thereby ro avoid theiralluring pro- 


uocations and enchanting ſongs, like Pſa.58. 4.5. 


vhto the Adder, which ftoppeth hir 
ares, and refuſerth to heare the voice of 
the charmer, charme he neuer ſo wiſely. 
We are by nature credulous, and there- 
fore eaſily induced to belecue pleaſing 
ſpeeches : weare allo by nature corrupt 
and vitious, and therefore apt to em- 
trace pleaſing things. But let vs make 
this profitof this poeticall fable, that 
we neither beleeueraſhly intifing words, 
nor embrace fooliſhly delightfull vani- 
ties, but toſtop our cares againſt Dallas 
perſwaſions, and if ſhe be in deede a 
Dabla, aſwell to diſtruſt, as to:denie hir 
farrering requeſts,

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- Thatolde ſuttle Lion, of 'whom we 
read in Eſopsfables, had(no doubt)de- 
noured manic beaſts, which partlie of 
pittie, partlie by intreatie viſited him 
im the time of his difſembled ſickenes ; 
but the foxe was not ſo eaſily inuited to 
his bloodie caue, he had crattenoughto 
looke into the lions deceit , and: looked 
before helept, he ſawe manie' ſteps lea- 
dingintothe den, but none comming 
from thence, and therefore wifely with- 
drew his foote atthe firſtentrance : fo 
ought we totake heed, that Dallas faire 
ſpeeches allure vs notto hir den; from 
whence being onceentred, it is as harde 
tofindepaſſage, asit was for the ſmall 
beaſts to eſcape the lion, or for thoſe 
poore wretches who wandring in Daaa- 
Ius Labyrinth , were ſoone deuoured of 
the hungry Minotaure. It is eaſie'to de- 
celue one'that wanteth experience and 
iudgement, but he that is godlie wiſe, wil 
way circumſtances, and conſider manie 
things before he giue credite ro ſmooth 
ſpeeches, viz. what the partie is that al- 
lureth, what is required of hir;; how ne- 
ceſlarie, and expedient to 'be' granted, 
and what may be the iſſue and :ptient: of

Oon,he-would:never baue yeelded to Da- 
lilgs temptations, how ſweete focuer hir

good leffon, to vielike diligence in their 
better teſolutions, and not to faint or td 
be diſmaid, when their endeuors haue 
nt preſently their wiſhed effe& : and 
withall to conſider, by what means they 
may deliuer Sawſor from the importu- 
nitie of Dabla, and ſaue-not onely his 
haire, but alſo his head and: ſoule from 
dyſtrution.

ren enimie is eaſily repelled, if the do- 


. methicalb be ſtrongly repreſſed : and this 


ſhoigld haue beene Samſors firſt care, to 
briffle and temper his affeRions, which 
carigd him with violence into theſe laſ- 

ciujdus ations. 
the luſt of the fleſh 1s an old rebel- 
liots gueſt, intertained long ſithens by 
oufFather Adam, and hath euer fithens 
D 4 cleaued 
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cleaued faſt vnto vs, and will be as bold. 
atenant with our, polteritie. He admit- 
tedit, and we muſt moderate it, for vt- 
terly expell it we cannot; will we,nillwe, 
Itwilldwel in ys: but we muſt take heed, 
that itraigne notinvs; itis an inſolent, 
and bloodic tirant , 1f it be once ſuffred 
to beare ſway, and therefore the Apoſtle 
giueth vs this brotherly admonition, or 
rather in brotherly ſort he praieth vs; To 
abitaine from fleſuly luits which fight again#t 
the ſoule. He iaith not, which contend 
onelie,which ſtriue, or which make anie 
lightskirmiſh; but which fight, and asit 
were wage batrell; and that nor againſt 
the bodic, but againit the ſoule. By figh- 
ting, it appeereth that it is no white-li- 
uerd ſoldier, bur aſtrong and ſtour cap- 
taine, and therefore it behoueth vs to 
arme our ſclues. By fighting againſt the 
ſoule, argueth his malice, and ſheweth 
the danger wherein we are, if we make 
nor ſtrong reſiſtance. The wounds of 
the bodie are oftetimes by the skill of 
expert Surgeons, curable, although the 
ſtroke be verie deepe: but the wounds of 
the ſoule admit no. plaiſter, if once the 
Enimic haye vs in his power. Satan 1s 
bloodie, 
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ble odie, and void of all compaſſion, and 
therefore will hold faſt,and will not faile 
bya continuall ſuggeſtion of wicked 
luf's, laſciuious cogitations, and lewd 
actions, to wound the ſoule more deepe- 
ly,:that he may bathe himlſelfe in our 
bleod, and take full poſleſiion of this 
bei ter part. 

Now the fightis the more dangerous 
where the enimie 1s domeſticall, andin 
thi: ſame bodie with vs : Luſt is a dome- 
ſticall enimie, and by this occaſion is 
priaie to all our reſolutions, acquainted 
wih our counſels, looketh inro our deli- 
be:ations, and hath manie ſuttle coun- 
ſel. ers-to-miniſter matter, to prenent 
whatſoeuer ſhail be concluded by the 
ſptcitagainſtir, and ceaſerh not toprac- 
tif; ro betraie our bodics to Dalla, and 
ot. : ſoules to the diuel, and therefore the 
fight 1s dangerous ; the reſiſtance very 
hard. The ſpirit ( ſaith our Sauior) & wil- 
linr, bat the fleſh i weake: noting the pre- 
heminence which the one obtaineth a- 
bcuethe other. AndS. Paul confeſſeth, 
that To will was preſent with him, buthe 
found no meanes in him to performe

The bridle of lu. 
reth that concupiſcence and luſt hath 
grear force euen in the regenerate, and 
uch whoſe names are entred into the - 
booke of life. 

But how ſhall this tameles colt be 
bridled and ſubdued? By no meane bet- 
ter-than by reſiſting the firſt temprati- 
ons : by cutting off the occaſions, which 
allure vs to this ſower-ſ{weet ſin. If Sam- 
ſon had auoided the firit baite, it is likelie 
he had not ſwallowed the ſecond : if he 
- had notentredinto theharlot at Azzah, 
he would notſo-ſoone have been taken 
with Dalla, for when God'ſeeth that 
we forſake him; he alſo leaneth vs, and 
 glueth vs ouer: to our inordinate fuſts : 
arid as we haue ſhewed our ſelues rebels 
againſt ſo good a God : ſo they play the 
| tyrants over our ſoules, and {triuero ca- 
rieys headlong tothe pit of deſtru&ion. 
Heisa bad ſoldier that yeeldeth at the 
firſt aſſault; naic he is a traitor that doth 
not defend/ the fort commitred vnto 
him,euen to the death. - Our fleſhly luſts 
are heerin like the Crocodile, if we flie, 
they triumph : but if w eperſccu re them, 
they yeeld, andare cooled: not to re- 
predic them is dangerons; to giue _ 

the 
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th: leaſt libertie, is to conſpire with 


th:zm ; and wholie to yeeld, is as it were 


tocutourowne throats, | 
To giue place to one allurement, 
diaweth on another , and ſinne ſtealeth 


oli ſecretly,and ouertaketh vs vnawares: * 


it ts like the ſnake which hauing gotten 
his head into any place, will eaſtlie draw 
in his whole bodie. The corruption of 
oltr nature inuitcth ys to harken to cue- 
ri? pleaſing vanitie,and the weakenes of 
0/27 nature is vnable , and our flacknes 
viwilling , todenieourſelues thoſe de- 
lizhts which the fleſh defireth : butthe 
aduerfarie is both diligent to-/praGiſe, 
aird ſubrill to compaſle his defſeins, and 
hath great power alſo to put themin ex- 
ecution. And thereforelet this conſide- 
rition,({f nothing elſe) mooue vs to put 
ona ful reſolution to reliſt the firſt temp- 
tations. And we muſt nor onely refilt 
tliem atthe firſt , bur if we are ſo vahap- 
pie, that they once preuaile againſt vs, 
we muſt hauea godlie care rocut them 
off betimes, betore they grow to fattker 


{irength : we may not foſter and nouriſh 


them, which were as fooliſh a part, as if 


a man ſhould make muchof a dangerous 
| | diſcaſe, 
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diſcaſe,and ſtudy as well by intemperate 
diet,as other riotous exerciſes, to inter- 
taine and increaſe the ſame: as if a gow- 
tie man, ſhould cate ſlimie and corrupt 
meats; or one ſ{ubie& to the dropfie, 
ſhould takein his cups freely, and as it 
were ouerwhelme his bodie with drink, 
without reſpe@ to the nature and quali- 
tie of his diſeaſe, whereunto this ftrange 
diet is cleane contrarie. But we mult ra- 
taer vie all moderation; like: vnto thoſe 
who fauoring their health , do acquaint 
their bodjes with temperate exerciſes, 
eate holeſome meates, and rather vſe 
meanes to preuent {icknes,than to make 
themſclues ſubie& rhereunto. I reade 
of a fiſh, that carrieth the name (and 
woorthily) of aſea foxe,who feeling him 
ſelfe deceiued by the fiſhermans baite; 
ſtandeth ſtill, ſtriueth not with the hook; 
but taking hold of the line , byteth it in 
ſunder, and is content to ſwallow it into 
his bowels, which;being large inough to 
recciue the ſame , without farther dan- 
ger; he deceineth the fiſherman , ſaueth 
his life and eſcapeth, This fiſh teacheth 
ysthis good leflon , that although our 
fleſhlic laſt cauſe vs to. ſwallow Datilas 

hooke, 


we GO. CSCI — 
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hooke,. yet finding into what dangerwe 
hane brought our ſelues therby, we muſt 
ſtande ſtill, like the fiſh, that is, wee 
muſt not proceede - farther in our 
wantonnes: but we mult cut off theline, 
that offereth this bait; thatis , we muſt 


_ , reietDalile: we muſttemper our affeRi- 


' ons,and rather ſwallow the hooke; that 


is; endure ſome ſmall inconueniences, 


\ * and ſo eſcape farther danger; than to

giue hirleaue to {trike the ſame into our 
throat, and ſo to hold'vs in perpetuall 
flatcrie, and bondage to hir wicked :ap- 
petite, to.the hazard of our bodies and 


+ ſoules. But this is indeeda hard conflic, 
' , and thefleſh will notpariently hearken- 
* thcreunto,nor yeeld it ſelfe-ynto the ſub- 


ie&ion of the ſpirit, howſocuer the dan- 
ger be apparant.. Medea could ſee many 


inconueniences in hir matter of loue, 


with Iaſon , and ſhe could confeſfle this 


much : Video mehora,proboque: but hir car- 


na'l affe&tions would not ſuffer hir to 
follow that good way, which onely natu- 
rall reaſon(tor ſhe was a heathen)ſhewed 
vnto hir. We are in the ſame predica- 
ment with Medea, and our fault is much 
greater than hirs,bicauſe we haue a more 

| diuine 
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divineandChriſtian knowledge: weſee; 
and allow of better 'things,'( as Medea 
faith)but imbrace'8& pradiſe the woortſt: 
weſeethe dangers and hazards, hang- 
ing ouer our heads, if we obey our luſts ; 
butyet we follow them with great gree- 
dines; by meanes whereof, we run into 
infinite errors, and ſticke not to-heape 
finne-ypon {inne, that we may the more 
liberally enioy our pleaſure, whereof we 
haue an example in Dauid. Danid firſt 
ſaw,then luſted, next ycelded,after prac- 
tiſed, and ſo to'moſt filthie adulterie,was 
added horrible murder, the cauſe of the 
Lords heauiediſpleaſure againſt him. Tt 
had been well for him,if he had not feen, 
and he had been happy, if he had not af- 
ſemed to his luſting eies : but heerein he 
was molt miſerable, in that heſoughr to 
fulfil,and fatisfiehis luſt. So little begin- 
nings, ende with tragicall excutions : A 
ſparke of fire negle&ed , maketh a cole, 
and accole not extinguiſhed, engendreth 
a great fame,which ſpareth no more the 
ſtately rowers of princes, than the poore 
cottages of peſants. Luſt is this ſparke 
which-lurketh in our bowels, if we yeeld 
neuerſo little thereunto , it becommeth 
; a 


is 


acole;ahd if we adde any farther matter; 
it groweth to a flame,which waſteth and 
conſumeth, firſt our bodies; and\then 
yeeldeth (without repentance) both bo- 
dy and ſovle tothe inquenchable flames 
of hel fire. Alitle ſeed,or plant maketh a 
great.tree; & as out of one ſtackeſpring 
many boughes, & outof thoſe boughs 
many branches,& out of thoſe branches 
many twigs, {o. as thetree-becomimeth 
tall;large,and ſpreadeth verie far : foout 
of one-affeRion, not reliſted, procced 
manie vices,many horribleand grieuous 
ſinnes. , Thus couetouſnes hath manie 
companions ; extorſion,vſurie,oppreſh- 
on,gringing the faces of the poore,cor- 
ruption, with manie other attendants. 
Thus a little choler nouriſhed, bringerh 
foqrth wrath ; wrath, hatred; hatred, 
mwuxzher; and murther, without repen- 
tance, deſperation: heerof Cain isgnex- 
ample. Thus luſt engendreth liking; li- 
king, longing; longing, practiſe; atlaſt 
adulterie 15 committed, and perhaps co- 
uered alſo with murther,if murther may 
be couered :. heerof Dauid is an exam- 
ple; but Dauid found mercie, repented; 
and was ſaued. But the difference in this 

compa- 
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compariſon may be this, that the twigs 


are lefſe than the branches, & the bran- 
chesthan the boughes; but the growth : 


and increaſe of our affections is cleane 


conrrarie: it ſerueth therefore eſpecial- | 


ly tothis purpoſe, to ſhew vnto vs, that 
there is no {inne which goeth alone,and 


that one finne nouriſhed groweth'migh- 
tily, ſpreadeth far, and carieth vs as it 
wereinto a maine ſea of deſperate wic- : 
kednes : and therefore as it ſtandeth vs , - 


ypon, to withſtand the beginnings : ſo 


tolabor to-cutdowne this plant of ſinne 


which groweth within vs,thatit may not 
ouer-ſpread the ſoule. If thy gazing eies 


haneſtirredvp thy gadding minde, reſt ' 


there; conſent not to thy filthie appe- 


tite:'orif thou be ſo vnhappie, by the | 
frailtie of thy fleſhto yeeld coſent, yet in '

This courſeis to be taken in the ſub#« 
duing of all other afte&ions, ' which'may 


thou be drawen to commit -fomeblog 


. be fitly compared(in mypoore opinion) 


to a wild colt,for diuets confiderations. 
Firſt, as the one muſt he broken, ſo muſt 
the other.in like ſortbe brideled, other- 
wiſe as the one will carie his rider head- 
long,he careth not whither, without re= 
ſpe of the ſteepines'of mountaine, or 
depth of rwer,to the deſtrugion of them 


| both; ſo the other will violently carie vs 


intoal miſchiefe, without heed or regard 
of the manifold dangers, wherunto that 
vidlentcourlſc is ſubiet, Next,when by 


the induſtrie of the rider, and firength , 


of the bridle, this colt ſhal be compelled

- Hheconcupiſcence, hath neede of ſtrong 
rains : and toa {low jade, thatis, to 6ur 
backward & dull nature in good things, 
the rod and ſpur ſhall be veric profita- 
ble. The combat of Hercules with the 
giant Antcus doth alſo repreſent vnto vs 
the nature of our fleſhlic affe&ions, and 
ſheweth in what ſort weare to deale with 
them. Firſt, Anteus1s ſtrong; ſo are our 
affe&ions : Hercules applicth all his 
ftrength to ouercome Anteus; ſo ought 
we to ſubdueour affeftions ; Anteus will 
not forgo his hold, bur cleaueth cloſe to 
the earth from whence hee receiueth 
ſtrength ; ſo do our carnall affe&ions, 
they cleaue faſt ynto our carthlie GE

where they are foſtered and nouriſhed : 
Hercules laboreth this one thing eſpeci- 
ally, to ouercome Anteus by lifting him 
yp from the carth; ſo muſt we labourto 


conquer our affe&ions by mortifieng of 
thefn, and lifting vp our minds to hea- 


uen} Hercules after a long combar, ha- 


uing; gotten aduantage,crutheth Anteus 


in xeeces, and ſparcth not his life ; {0 
mutt we ſtrfue in ſach ſort to crucifie 
and tread our. carnall affections vnder 
fooi:e, that they may not be able to riſe, 
and'rebell any more againſt our ſoules. 
We mult deale with them as wiſe prin- 
ces fo with faGious ſubieRs, or as good 
ſurgeons do with rotten members; cur 


' themoff :otherwilſe, as oge fatiousand 


ſeditious ſubie& ſeduceth manie; as one 
rotten and putrited member corrup- 
teth manie: ſo one affection ſtirrerth "Pp 
another,and gathering ſtrength maket 
ſuch mutinies againſt the ſoule, as will 
not be repreſſed. 

Buthow ſhall we auoid the firſt temp- 
tations ? How ſhall we cut downe the 


#* ſpreading tree of our fleſhlie affe&ions ? 
. With what bridle may this colt be beſt

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tets bee ſubdued and conquered ? By 


theſe: the ſword of the ſpirit, which 1s

And as ourearth- 
lie fathers are ſorie to ſee their ſonnes by 
the loofenes of their contierſation, fall 
into anie extremitie : ſono doubt is the 
ſpirit of God grieued, to ſee the worke

faſhioned in all petfeion after his owne 
image,to fall awaie fromhim; and of his 
terider- mercie and compaſſion calleth

ous thoughts : but auoiding idlenes, is 
free from thoſe wanton cogitations, 
which ſtir vp luſt, and kindle the cole of 
concupiſcence , which euerie man bea- 
reth about him : But- thoſe idle abbey- 
lubbers of all other conditions, ſecmeto 
haue the leatt portion of this extraordt- 
narie gift, bieauſe they ceaſe not to pam- 
per their fleſh with all delicacies, liue'at 
eaſe , and attende onely their pleaſtire, 
which are the greateſt enimies to conti- 
nencie that may be. Butif neither the 
godlieſt, as Dauid,nor the wiſeſt, as Sa- 
lomon,nor the ſtrongeſt as Samſon,could 
auoid the ſnare of luſt : let this libertie, 
at the leaſt , be freely granted to all; to 
imbrace the meanes which the Lorde 
hath appointed for the tempering of 
'their heate, and let euerie man that fee- 
leth rhis kinde of rebellion in his fleſh a- 
gainſt gods ſpirit, chooſe ynto him, nat 
a Dalila,but an honeſt wife, ioined vnto 
himinlawfull matrimonie , and ſo pre- 
ſerue his veſſel] pure and vncefiled, that 
the holy Ghoſt may delight tro dwelland 
abide therein; in-which choiſe,that man 
ſhall haue attained to the higheſt _ 
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dfForldly happines, whoſe good hap is, 
to'finde a wife of good quality,of honeſt 
pacentage,of chaſte-conuerſation, of re- 
ligious diſpoſition, a Sara, a Rachell, a 
Rebecca,an Eſther, a Iudirh;in a worde, 
avertuous woman, who for hir price (as Pro,z1.rc 
Sajomon affirmeth) is far aboue pearles, 


Recipe, for this dangerous diſeaſe 

of luſt, and concupiſcence, which 
th: moſt learned ſpirituall phifitions 
haue obſerued,to be moſt profitable for 
him that hath a care of his ſouls health. 
And now hauing performed this taske, 
according to my firſt purpoſe, and rude 
Skill; it is time to looke more particular- 
lic into Samſons frailtic and infirmutie, in 
dicouering a ſecret of this moment yn« 
ro Dabla. 

The text ſaith, that Bicanſe ſhe was im- 
atunate continually , and vexed hzs ſoule : 
th:rrefore he told hir all his hart. Wherein 
appeercth,that Samſon» had ſome feeling, 
arid conſideration of that which might 
criſue , by reuealing of this ſecret; elſe 
way ſhoulde his ſoule haue beene thus 
yexed ? Butit ſeemeth that his fleſblic at-

Ti haue we ſet downe the beſt 
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The ſeale of ſecrets. 
fe&ions flattered. him! tos much, and 
gaue him hope, that Dalila woulde be 
truſtie and faithful to conceale the ſame, 
wherupon he might be induced to make 
triall of hir fidelitie, and ſecrecie : Like 


- vnto the theefe, who hoping that his 


theft (hall not be diſcouered; 1s content 
when heſeeth any fit oportunity,to take 
a parſe,or ſome other good booty, wher- 
by be may eprich him ſelfe : which con- 
ſideration cauſerh /him to forget the 
danger which the law infliteth vpon 
fuch malefa&ors:for if this conceit could 
be throughly ſetled in his mind, that 
there 1s no wickednes done in ſecret 
but-ſhall be reucaled, and that the gal- 
lowesis their due, that enter intotheſe 
yniuſt actions, to enrich them ſelues by 
the ſpoile ; it would no doubt ſtrike a 
terror and feare in him, to violate the 
lawesof God and man. And yet ſuch is 
the wilfill blindnes which isin manie; 


ſuch is the hardnes of their hart, (in 


which numberlet Samſon haue his place) 
as ſeeing; they will not ſee the dangers, 
whereinto they yoluntarilie caſt them 
ſelues by their deſperate actions; which 
proceedeth of no other cauſc, then that 


reſiſting | 


ofifiiog Gods ſpirit,theygiue the raines 
0'that.wwilde.colt of their affections, 
which.wiltknot harken to any reaſon, or 
lfomeadmonition, tending to their 
better ſecuritic and ſafety. 
"Bur, bicauſe Dakla wvexerh Samſons 
ſoule'euen to the death ; therefore he tel- 
leth hir all his bart : which words cons 
taine many good leſſons , how we are to 
behaue our {clues in matter of ſecrecie, 
concerning either our-ow ne ſtates , or 
the Kate of others. Firſt Samſon vttered 
n('tthisſecret , but with great importu- 
nitic, 'cuen in the vexation and anguiſh 
of his ſoule;- whereby we ſee the raſhnes 
ar dlighrnes of thoſe condemned , that 
vtter all kindes of ſecretseuen with de- 
li; ht, they care notto whom, without 
repec of the dangerwhich may enſue. 
Their harts would breake, .if they ſhould 
nct reneale the, greateſt matter that 
hath beene communicated vnto them, 
yea they wil voluntarily prouoke others, 
ard giue ſome ſignification vnto- them, 
that they haue intelligence of ſome ſe. 
cr:t, to the ende they may be prouoked, 
ot-intreated to diſcloſe the'{ame ; and 
then will they ncuerthelefſe binde you 


with 
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nerittoan TraT7lid 
they oa er, deale rae Fu, \pub- 
lih it toall commers. By which)meane; 
whether it be. amatter of ſtate conrer- 


ning the common Wealth, orany other 


marter, the publication whereofcanicth 
danger; they hinder. the courſe of thoſe 

occedings:, which otherwife might 

aue had good ſucceſſe,and procure yn- 
to themſclues the: note of truftles:bab- 
lers: Some-others.there are', troubled 
with ike humour ,-yetnot fo liberal i 1n 
the reucalingof matters of moment, but 
will aduenture -onely'to truſt ſome deere 
friend, of whoſe fidelicic they: hate bert- 
ter hope, then experience; and ſo they 
ſpeede accordingly, for this friend hath 
alſo one whom he imbraceth with like 
affection : and thethird,maketh account 
alſo of his friend, and ſa:the ſecret is to{- 
ſed from friend to friend ,*that it flieth 
yery ſhortly 1nto all parts. "Thus Samſon 
truſted Dablaas his good friend, but Da- 


bla eſteeming- better of the Philiſtines, | 


than of Samſon, and ioining withthemin 
their malicious practiſes; rmade-him to 
pate deerely for repoſing vf that _ in 

 *hir,

hir. To be ſecretin deed, in all cauſes of 
i;nportancezis not found in all;although 
11;be the part of euerie honeſt man, inall 
hÞneſt cauſes committed vnto them, to 


be ſecret. But bicauſe this fault of impar- þ. 


ting ſecrets to friends, is common, and 


 iricident to'manie;, and that ſo manie 


dangers haue wag a\well in generall 
to the ſtares of kings, and their domini- 
os; as in particular to ſeuerall perſons: 
it. ſhall not be amiſle to conſider ſome 
circumitances,to be obſerued in this be« 
halfe; which I will endeuour to ſet down 
the.more briefely, bicauſe thisdiſcourſe 
is.alreadie become more tedious then 
was atthe firſt intended: and yetT hope 
the well diſpoſed will gather ſome proti- 
table notes, not altogither vawoorthy 
their reading, The principall circumſtan- 
ces,or heads offered to our conliderati- 
on,are theſe three;whar ſecrets are to be 
concealed; by whom; and from whom. 
The ſecretsto be concealed, are ſuch as 


' .concerne the eſtate of thy prince, thy 


countrey,thy friend, thy ſelfe. The two 


. firſt ſodepende ech of other , as he that 


reuealeth any matter to the preiudice of 
the one, muſt ofneceflity hurt the other; 
F bicauſe 
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The ſeleof ſecrets. 
-bicauſe the prince being the principall 
MNay' and piller of the countrey ;'ir muſt 
needs go ill therewith, if his perſon be a- 
ny waieendangered/: and if the coun- 
trey ſuſtaine any detriment by inuaſion, 
ſedition, treaſon, practiſe, or any other 
like accident; the prince hath aſhare in 
the calamiries which: by theſe meanes 
ſhall ariſe. Now the ſecuritie of princes, 
and their kingdomes, ſtande verie much 
ypon the keeping ſecret of their conſul. 
_ rations, and reſotutions in any weightie 
cauſes, concerning their negociations 
with other princes : their deliberations 
and purpoles for the atchicuing of any 
honorable enterpriſe, tending to the ad- 
vancement of gods glorie, the cauſe of 
religion, the repoſe of their countrey, 
the recouerie of their right detained by 
the vſurper, the preuention of danger 
fortheir better ſecuritie, pollitike ſtra- 
tagemes for the diſcouerie of treafons, 
and other praGiſes of the ilb affe&ed : 
theſe and ſuch like, are matters which 
occurto be diſcuſt, & handled in; the ſe- 
cret counſcll of princes ; the reuealing 


whereof may ouerthrow all their pro-. 


ceedings, anddrawtherewithmany:yn- 
| happie 
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happiecuents;” Vai aw 
* There are alſo ſecrets, which are bez 
twixt friend and friend, as likewiſe bez 
twixt others of other ſtate and conditis 
or;, which are not of thequalitic of the 
fo.:mer; and yet vnmeet to bereuealed, 
Manie ſecret contracts and bargainesz 
manie priuate conferences of their do- 
meſticall cauſes, the preſent publiſhing 
whereob would be occaſion of loſſe to 
the parties;although the danger of theſe 
inconueniences being paſt, they would 
becontent to difcouer the cauſe of their 
former ſecrecie. There are diters 0- 
ther ſecrets of greater moment betwixt 
friends; which ſomtimes concerne their 
lives, ſomtimes their honor and reputa- 
tion, ſometimes their goodes and ſub- 
ſtance, which may be conſerued by ſi- 
lence, wherein thereis an honeſt diſpen- 
ſation, not I to theworde of 
God, if thoſe ſecrets tend not to his diſ= 
honor, the hurt of our prince, countrie, 
or neighbor : for theſe are the bounds 
and limits of ſecrecie. 

. Thereare alſoſome ſecrets which con- 
cerne cuerie mans particular,and which 
pertaine onelic to himſelfe, and ſuch ” 
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The fedle of ſeeretr, 
he ſhal do himſelfe wrong, if he truſt any 
other with them ; which kindot ſecrets 
ſomtimes occur in the courſe of our life, - 
and touch alſo the ſtate and hazard of 
our life ; and this one example of Samſon 
may be ſufficient to admonuiſh vs to deal 
warily therein. He that cannot be faith- 
full to himſelfe, how can! he be faithfull 
to another ; or how can he hope another 
{ſhould be faithfull.to him ? Canſtthou 
expect more at another mans hands,tha ' 
_ thou wilt performe towards thy ſelfe ? 
But if it be thy good hap to find ſuch a 
friend, thinke that he loueth thee better 
than thou loueſt thy ſelfe: but if any dan- 
ger happen vnto thee by thy -babling, 
impute it not ſo much to thy friend, as . 
to'thy owne follic and indiſcretion, If 
Samſon had loued himſelfe, he woulde 
neuer hauevttered a ſecret of ſuch con- 
ſequence to Dalila,and truſted hir better 
therewith ( who of all friends is the vn- 
faithfulleſt ) thanhis owne hart : which 
raſhnes and credulitie in him, brought 
foorth tragicall effe&s, and Samſons bab- 
ling coſt him his haire, which was his 
ſtrength; his eies, which were the guide 
of his bodie; and he became at the oſt 
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The ſeale of ſecrets. 
hisowneexecutioner; 'that he might be 
anengedon his enimies; . |

- Now letvs conſider by:whom ſecrets 


, are to be concealed. AFprinces haue 
' manieſecret canfes, concerning the pres 


ſeruarion of their ſtate, which I haue al- 
readie briefly touched :* {o it isof nece(- 
ſitie that they haue graue and wiſe,couns 
ſellers, to aſhſt them ir» the execution of 
ſuckias-are of greateſt conſequence; as 
alſoroaduiſerhem ro ſuch-good coutſe; 
as ſhall be moſt expedient and profitable 
for the other affaifes of their gouerne- 
ment; but godlie pollicie and faithfull 
feerecie mult be ioined'togither : other- 
wiſe their conſultations and reſolutions 
will have verie vnhappie iſſue. For if 'in a 
whole bodice of Councell or ſtate there 
be but one, whoſe hart is in his mouth, 
the determinations &-conclufions, how 
ſecretly ſoeuer concealed by the reſt,will 
be publiſhed by him, to the great preiu- 
dice & dammage of the whole countrie: 
fora man void of ſecrecie,is like a veſſell 
full of-chinks , put in- what liquor you 
will, let it be neuerſo coſtlie, it will run 
out. But as a good husband will firſttrie 
his veſſell with water, before he will ad- 
F 3 venture 
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nenture to powre wine therein :foitſhal 
be expedient, that ſome. good experi- 
ence be had of the.fidelitie-and {ectecie 
of thoſe thatare called tothis high place 
of honor, on;wboſe ſhoulders lieth a 
goaqd part of the burden of the common 
wealth, and into whoſe harts are pow- 
red and ſhur: yp the ſecrets of princes, 
and of their ſtate. We lockEypour.tich 
jewels and treaſure, not ohelic in {tron 

owers, but we haue there alſo iron cot- 
ers to receiue them,that the theefe may 
-notea{ily obtaine his boatie 3. ſp ought 
the mouthes of Counſellers, tq wham 
the iewels and treaſure; that is, the ſe- 
crets of, their prince and countrie arc 
committed, to be not onelice as ſtrong 
towers to containe the ſame, but alſo 
their harts muſt be as iron coffers, wher- 
in theſe ſecret iewels may be carefully 
and ſafely preſerued.And in this compa» 
riſon, this may be in briefe the reſem- 
blance : the lips are in ſeed of the wals; 
the teeth, the > a/ : the toong, the kay; 
the hart, the coffer; the jewels, the ſe- 

crets.

to be faithfull and fecret 1n the. cauſes: 
which concerne the ſtate of their owne 
countrie : wherein if. they ſhall at any; 
time belauilh, they are to be held in no 
better place,thanin theranke and num- 
er of traitors. | 
Secretaries alſato noble men, and o< 
ther ſervants to whom: the waightie af- 
faires of their maſters are committed; 
muſtlearhe to befilent and ſecretin all 
marters; ſo far as their duties towards 
Godand their prince will permit. It ex- 
tendeth likewiſe to all other degrees and. 
callings wharſocuer: to captains, to ſol- 
diers, to, all magiſtrates and officers of 
cities and townes,to publike perſons,to 
priuate perſons, to all perſons; and a- 
mong then it reacheth particularly to 
thoſe that profeſſe the name of friend- 
ſhip, and vnder that name do inſfinuate 
themſclues into mens harts, with whom 
the ſincere and plaine meaning friend 
dealeth very liberally,and imparteth his 
ſecrets of what nature ſoeuer. 'Butas it 
falleth out, that he whopretendeththe 
F 4 naine 
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name of a Damon,doth oftentimes play: 
the Dzmon, the diflembling and faith- 
les hypocrite ; ſo haue we inſtructions 
thereby, as well to haue great regard in . 
the choiſe of our friends, as alſo diſcre- 
tion in.comunicating ſecrets vnto them, 
A perfe& friend is not inquiſitine to 
know more,than thou ſhalt be willing of 
thine owne accord to impartvnto him : 
andif thou finde ſuch an importunate 
friend,as deſireth to beacquainted with 
morethan thouthinkeſt tro be meete for 
him, ſuch aoneas is alwaies asking,and 
ſeeketh to enter. into thy hart ; thou 
haſtiuſt cauſe ro ſuſpe& him, & to craue 
Jeſle of his acquaintance, -accotding to 


- that admonition of the Poet: 


Percunfatorem fugito, nam garrulus idem efF. 


Flie far from him that queſtions ofc doth moue, 
He is ablab, and ſuchythou ſhalrhim proue, 


And ſuch a friend was Da/la. 

There are manie notable examples 
extant, by the which is expreſſed more 
liuelie vnto vs, how wellſecrecie becom- 
meth all degrees. We read of Alexander, 
that hauing receiued letters from his 
mother;containing matter ofſome good 
impartance, when hee had _ the 

ame 


ſame, he communicated the ſecret alſo 
toghis friend Epheſtion : but taking his 
ſigner from his finger, he ſealed there- 
with Epheſtions lips ; ſhewing thereby 
what he expeced at his hands : and we 
firide not that Epheſtion at anie time 
plated the blab. Ir is alſo recorded of 
C:iito, 'that being demanded the cauſe 
of his-ſtinking breath; anſwered; thar 
* m{inie ſecrets had beene kept ſocloſein 
his tomack,that they were become rot- 
tet), which was the reaſon thathis breth 
ws ſo vnſauorie. Theſe two great per- 
ſonages, the one the friend and counſel- 
let of aprince; the other(if my memotie 
faile me not) a graue ſenator of Rome, 
mity be'examples to thoſe- of like place 
arid callitig; to ſhew how well faithfull ſe- 
crecie is'agretable with their eſtates. Ci- 
cclius 'Metellas: being 'asked by one of 
the Tribunes,-of higreſolution concer- 
ning ſomeweightie marriail cauſe, made 
anſwer, that if-he thought his ſhirt were 
acquainted with the ſecret, he would 
caſt it into the fire; Aleffon to beimbra- 
ced of all Generals,Captains, and other 
officers that haue charge. The ſeruats of 
Plancius could not be forced by any tor- 
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ments to reiieale vato the-enimies of 
their maſter who ſought his death,where 
Plancius had hidden himſelfe;to fave his 
life : Alefſon to be learned of good ſer- 
vants,.tocarie themſclues faithfull and 
_ towards, their maſters. in like ca- 
./Thelaſt conſideration is, from whom 
fecrets are to be concealed. The generall 
note-may be this, that weightie ſecrets 
arenot to- be imparted to:anie, whom 
they nothing concerne, Secretgof ſtate 
whereof: dependeth the ſecuritze of the 
princeand countrie, may.not. be diſco 
uered to forren princes, who-will make 
theirprofitof all aduertiſemients ;not.to 
ſuch - as haue ,addiged -themfelues:; to 
their ſeruice; notto ſtrangers; nottroef- 
plate andinteligencers; aotto the jll af- 
eced in religion. the 'treacherqus pa- 
piſt, who like-the vigexi360atentto rent 
the bowels of his beſnurſe,quen farthe 
inbred malice which he beareth towards 
thoſethat are not of-his humoranddiſ- 
poſition : and that-ſuch. are not tobe 
truſted with ſecrets, their praiſes in all : 
times, but eſpecially in this latter age do 
ſufficiently teach ys, I needenot yoone 
acke 


The ſeale of ſecrets. 
backe tomante yeeres; the wootthieex- 
ecution of ſo manie within few moneths 
for horrible conſpiracies againſt their 
prince and countrie, doth teſtiftie thus 
much vnto ys, who not onelie reucaled 
the ſecrets of this ſtate vnto the forren 
enimie,the affection of the rotten mem+» 


bers in the ſame,their deuotion to ioine 


with the aduerſarie, the weaknes of the 
land;the meanes to performe their trea- 
cherous intended enterpriſes: but alſo 
were come to the point of the-execution 
of theſe moſt bloodie-deſſtins, if God 
had notputa bridle into their mouthes, 
and ſtaicd the violent courſe which they 
held in their butcherly proceedings, 
Neither: muſt Dalila be: made priuie 
vnto Samſons ſecrets; that is, bad women 
muſt not be-made partakers ofrthoſe 
thipgs,the diſcouery wherof may bedan- 
gerous vnto Samſonrfife. For Dalila being 
oF an inconſtant affection, will not re- 
cue the impreſſion of any fecret; and 
buing alſoof alight toong , will deceiue 
thee, and reueale the ſame. - Now aque- 
{t.on might be made in generall; Whe- 
ther ſecrers:may be ſafely committed to 
that ſexe,and particularly to our wines :

ples, which induce ſome to beof opinis, 
that it is not meete to impart anie ſecret 
whartſoeuer to any woma;which their o- 
pinio ſeemeth to be grounded eſpecially 
ypon the double experience which Saws.

riddle:next of Dahla, who bereaued him 
of his haire :. as alſo ypon Fulutus wiues 
indiſcreet vttering of that which he had 
communicated ynto hir,concerning Au- 
guſtusintention for his ſucceſſor in the 
empire : as likewiſe ypon Papirius Prx- 
textatus mothers importunity to vnder- 
ſtand the ſecrets of the Senate : a matter 
ſo wiſely handled by Papirius, being bur | 
a childe,as1t remaineth inrecord' to his 
perpetuall commendation : yetdo I not 
ſub@@ribe to the opinion of theſe: men; 
but do thinke that all houſhould and 
priuate ſecrets, hot Concerningany pub- 
like cauſe of ſtate;may be ſafely-.commit- | 
ted todiſcreet, and:godly diſpoſed ma- 
trons, ſuch as are deſcribedynto vs in 
the laſt of Salomans Prouerbs. But there 
ts adiſcretion alſo to bevſed heerein, we | 


mmwlt be ſure to know them to be ſuch; 
and we muſt haue ſome —_— of 
their 
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their fidelitie , which leſſon I hauealrea» 
dy dcliuered to be obſerued likewiſe in 
men. Thus one of the Catos is ſaide to 
haue truſted his wife with a pretended 
ſecret,which caricd a ſhewe of good im- 
portance, yea ſuch as being indeed: true, 
might baue coſt him his life :' but Catos 
wife, although perhaps honeſter than 
Dalla, yet as vntruſty as Dalla, renealed 
the ſame; whereby Cato made a profita- 
ble experience of his wiues tatling diſpo= 
ſition, and of that common prouerbe a- 
mong vs : Trie before thou truſt. . This 
1s an infirmitie incident to the greater 
partof this ſexe, but godly and vertuous 
women are able by a better confiderati- 
on of their duties, in theſe caſes, to tem- 
per their toongs, and to bridle their af- 
tections which mooue them to reuecale 
ſecrets.

faults, and to reproouc them according 
tothe qualitic of their; errors; The fa- 
ther muſt not winke at theſonne,northe 
ſonneatrhe father; the mother muſt nor 
ſoothe the daughter, nor the daughter 
the mother; the maſter muſt not flatter 
his (choller, nor the ſcholler his maſter : 
in aword,. there isno regard to be had 
of affinitie, no reſpe& of friendſhip, no 
feare of authoritie, no doubt of danger, 
whenfleſh and blood forgetting it ſelfe, 
or rather forgetting the Lord, is caried 
awaie.with worldly reſpe&s from hea- 
uenlie meditations, and from the prac- 
tiſc of diuine exerciſes.

A meditation wpon the twolaſt verſes 
houſe ſo willingly ; as alſo for that it ſce- 
meth he came on the ſudden; next,in re- 
ſpe& ofhir ſiſter J{artha,who needed hir 
aſſiſtance, being not able to diſpatch all 
things alone; as likewiſe that ſhe might 
not miniſter offence 'vnto hir by fitting 
ſill, withoutregard of the great paines 
which ſhe ſaw hir to take. But none of 
theſe conſiderations coulde divert hir 
from hir dutie, or make hir to forſake 
that better part which ſhe had choſen. 
And therfore hir ſiſter gricued therwith, 
as imputing ſome negligence and want 
of naturall affe&ion in hir,enterethrinto 
an expoſtulation.againſthir; but Chriſt 
taketh vpon him to defend hir cauſe : 
where we may note by the watie, that if 7 
the cauſes are iuſt & religious which we 
take in hand, the'Lord wil maintaine the 


againſt all pretences,againſtall expoſtu- 


lations, whether of enimie or friend. 
None of the former conſiderations,

And here I might iuſtly raxe the cor- 
ruption of our age., which omitteth no 
occaſions, which ſeemethneuer wearie,

Martha, as we haue alreadie heard, 
was buſied about manie things, concer- 
ning matterof houſhold, forgetting the 
I which concerned hir ſoules 
ealth, and therefore as Chriſt reproo- 
ueth hirvnneceſſaric carefulnes ; fo he 
putceth hir in mind of a more neceſſarie 
point omitted by hir. I ſee a large field 


_ of diſcourſe, offred by theſe three obſer- 


uations, but I wil not extend my coceits 
ſo far, as may bring foorth more paine 
vnto me in writing, than profit to thoſe 
that ſhall read the ſame. And bicauſe I 
find the neceſfitie and the excellencie of 
the word,to haue foneere afhnitie, as he 
that granteth the one, cannot denie the 
other, for the mutuall correſpondencie 
which is betweene them, I will be bold 
to confound them togither, and yet I 
truſt without anie great confuſion, pur- 
poſing to ſhew the excellencie by the ne- 
ceſſitie, and the neceſſitie by the excel- 
lencie. 

Now the neceſfſitic and excellencie of 
any thing, is ſeen in nothing better than 
in theeffecs, in the fruits and commo- 
ditics which it produceth.

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| _ bringfoorth bettereffects, better fruits, 
tetter commodities than the worde of 
God ? It chaſeth away the miſt & clouds 
of darknes; it openeth the eies of our

,deing inlightened, it maketh vs to enter 
into our conſciences it diſplaieth the 
vglines of our ſinnes; it giveth ysa true 
feeling and remorſe of them ; and final- 
ly conuerteth our ſoules vnto the Lord : Pſal.rg. 
and are not theſe notable effects ? Being 
conuerted to the Lord,it intertaineth vs

Truelie a moſt _ dunge- 
on,and pit of palpable darknes, euen as 
thicke as that of Zgypt, wherein are 
moſt dangerous ſtumbling blocks, moſt 
deepe gulfes , moſt intricate and endles 
labirinthes, which the deuill our aduer- 
faric hath laid,to entrap, and enwrap vs, 
that being oncefallen, we ſhould neuer 
riſe againe.

Howe carefully do wee grope with our 


hands, and make them as it were buck- 


ler;,to defend our faces; at euery ſtep we 
be carefull of ſure footing, and at euerie 
neweſtep, wefearethe next, doubting 
ſor1e danger. But theſe dangers are not 
ſo certaine,, as in that ſpirituall darknes, 
forat cuery ſtep theres a ſtop, and to 
helpe vs forward, thatwe may the more 
eaby fall,ſathan maketh the way ſlippe- 
rie. and myrie, that falling we may not 
eaſzly recouer our {clues .. But that we 
may percciue his ſnares,and auoid them, 
God hath giuen ynto vs his word, a lan- 
terne to our feete , and a light to our 
pathes,which worde, Daxid alſo calleth 
the rod of ſtrength ; and direRion to 
ſta!r and vphold vs that our feet ſlip not. 
In darke and lipperie places, to haue 
the benefite of lightis a great helpe, and 
cornfort; butnot onely to haue light, to 
ſee the blockes that lie in our way; but 
alſo a ſtaffe,to ſuſtaine our weaknes, is a 
ſin;zular blefling.

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A meditation vpon the two laft verſes 
neuer be vynwelcome, bicauſe the danger 
of beaſts, the hazard of theeues, and (if 
nothing elſe) the vnpleaſantnes of thar 
ſolitarie progreſle, will nota little diſ- 
may him. To him that trauelleth on the 
ſea,ina ſtrange coſte, without dire&ion 
of carde or compaſte , when by the vio- 
lence of winde,waues,and fogs, he hath 
asit were loſt himſelfe; a good and ex- 
pou ilot muſtgeeds be very accepta- 

le.The ſtate of vs that liue in this world, 
1s altogither like vnto the ſtate of the 
traueller,or of che mariner,and the one- 
ly guide, the onely pilote, todire& our 
courſe, whereby we may auoide the im- 
minent perils , which hang ouer our 
heads,is the word of the Lord. 

But this is not all : it is not onelie a 
lanterne ro light vs,a ſtaffc to ſtaie vs, a 
pilote, and guide toconduct vs out of 
dangers ; nay theverie way itſelfe; but 
itisalſo a {word,an helmer, a complete 
harnes of proofe, to withſtand the torce 
of theenimie, to reſiſt the firiedarts of 
ſfathan, and totame his vnbrideled rage..

couragement : religion, the prince, the 
countrie, the people, yea euerie particu- 
lar man is interefledin this ation. 'Di(l- 
grace mult not daunt, nor feare diſcon- 
rage, nor danger deter, nor the illiberall 
dealing of the couctous, cauſe valiant 
captaines, foldiers, and other good ſub-

rable, religious, and godlie reſolutions; 
andyetTI would to God that the cloſe- 
handed worldlings would beas forward 
to contribute to their defence, as they 
ate willing to be defended. 

. Thisliberalitie and carefulnes to pre- 
pare and ſtrengthen our ſelues, areveric 
good helps, and a ſtop to ſtay the vio- 
lence'of the threatening Spaniard; theſe

There can be no greater enimie to ho- 
norable actions, than pulillanimity; cou- 
rage in alittle bodie (I meane true forti- 
tude) feareth not toencounter with gi- 
ants, and not to haue great lims, but a 
good hart,atchicueth viRories. We ſhall 
ſeldome reade or heare of any woorthie 
enterpriſe performed by a timorous ſol- 
dier; feare turneth the backe at the leaſt 
dangers, courage oppoſeth it ſelfeto all 
hazards; feare argueth for the moſt part 
the badnes of the cauſe, courage ſhewerh 
that it tandeth with right, andis agree- - 
able with honor: and as courage and in- 
nocenicie doe yſually accompanic- ech. 
other : 
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othlier; fo feare and guiltines are ſeldome 
ſeparated. The heathen had nothing in 
greater eſtimation than to eternize their 
names by glorious actions, and for this 
purpoſe: haue thought no danger too 
great, nor exploit too hard ; they haue 
not ſpated their goods, their blood;their 
livewtorperform ſuch enterpriſes as pur- 
chaſed honor, Bat ſome doubt may be 
made whether they were more deſperate 
and preſumptuous , 'than valiant and 
couragious, Q. Crrtzzs plaicd the part of 
a valiant Romaiv,but not of a good Chri- 
ſtian : and yet in that Q. Curtizs ſo reſo- 
lutely, or rather ſo CY leapedin- 
to the gulte for the ſategard of his coun- 
trey, and to preſerue the ſame from im« 
minentdanger ; teachethChriſtians,not 
ſo deſperately as he did, but more reſo- 
lutely than in former times they haue 
done, to take vpon them by all good 
meanes,with due regard of the preſerua- 
tion of their lines,the proteRion and de» 
fence of their countrey. He that wil look 
into the hiſtories of tormer times ſhall. 
finde: manie rare examples of conragt 
ous captaines, to whom nothing was ſo 
pretious anddeere as their countrey.But 

M 2 ſeeing 
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ſecing that noronely our Countrey, but 


alſo the moſt pretious and incſtimable 


jewell of the word,is at'onceto be defen- 
ded,and preſeruedamong ys: our puſil-' 
lanimitie ſhall be ouer-great , nay it ſhall 
be imputed-vnto vs for a-ſinne , if ween- 
ter not, 'afd proceed like moſt Chriſtian 
captaines to this'combate. Thus ſarnile 
feare being baniſhed, we ſhall finde in vs 
atorceable reſolution, and reſolute per- 
ſwaſion, which will draw vs forwarde in 
this our martiall courſe; ſuch as was in 
Daxid, who to his great incouragement . 
ſpake it, and to our comfort hath left 
it enregiſtred in his booke of Pſalmes : 
Through God we ſball do valiantly; which 
reſo]ution,appeereth to haue proceeded 
from a firme and conſtant faith in the 
Lord. Itis not mixed with any ambigu- 
ous or donbtfulltermes, it is not groun- 
ded.vpon hap-hazard; he ſaith not, per- 
haps we ſhall, but abſolutely we ſhall do 
valantly . The wauering, irreſolute and 
faint hartin good.cauſes, findeth manic 
difficulties to ſtate the courſe of his pro- 
ceedings; euerietrifle deterreth him to 
put in execution any religious and ho- 
norable enterpriſe; the ſmalleſt croſſe 
| maketh 
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maketh him to 'deſpaireof ſacceſſein his 
actions; but ſuch asſetvp theirreſt on 
the aſſiſtance of the God of /fracl, [ehowua 
ſtrong and mightie, reſolue to oppoſe 
themſelues againſt all cuents, to {ſwallow 
all inconueniences, and to perlift enen 


with delight & pleaſure in their painetul' 
courſe, which promiſeth a happy iſſueto. 


_ the Church of God and their Countrey. 
We hane ( God be thanked for-it ) 
embraced this preſent occaſion. for 
our defence, (as it ſeemeth ) reſolute- 
ly : nothing elſe can encourage the eni- 
mie to yndertake that which. he hath 
threatened , or (if he nowe miſle of his 
purpoſe ) to proſecute the ſame hereaf- 
ter; then our want of preſent expedition, 
then -our future ſecuritie, and remiſſe 
dealing when the ſtorme ſball ſeeme to 
be ouerpalt; a matter meete to be:obſer- 
ved and noted, bicauſe it threatnerhand 
draweth therewith great dangers, _ 
.-Haue we therefore reſolutely taken 
our weapons in hande ? Let vs not diflo. 
lutely lay them downe : haue we ſcoured 
our ruſtic corſlets and halberds, which 
haue ſo long lien by the wals? Let vs not 
againecaſtthem into.corners, bur keepe 
2ppHF M 3 them 
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them alifaics cleane and feruiceable : 
haue we practiſed anic feates of armes. 
whereby -we.may be enhabled to meete 
a Spaniard in the field 2:Let vs exerciſe the 
ſame daily, and continue in-this fore- _ 
wardnes of ſeruice : haue we beene neg- 
ligent ſo many yeeres,and hath this ſud- 
den alarme rowzed vs from the bed of 
ſecuritie ? Let vs.ſtill be vigilant; leaſt 
hereafter he come before he threat, and 
ouercome, before wee haue ſufficient 
means to make reſiſtance, For although 
the Lord watcheth for his //-ael, yet mult 
not -ae/(nort ſecurely ; but be vigilant 
to heare that great watchman when he 
calleth,and giueth vs warning of our i1m- 
minent danger. In this reſolution muſt 
all the members and fubje&s of the land 
ioyne togither : it ſufhiceth not that the 
greater part concur in this defenſiue ac- 
tion, bur there muſt be a mutuall con- 
corde , a correſpondencie of aftetion, 
and they muſt be all-as it were linked 
togither in one band. Lam not ignorant 
that all drawe not one: wate.; that there 
are manie. ſo much. infe&ed with po- 
perie, as they ftande' verie ill affected 
to their prince , and:hir more faithfull 

ad ſ{ubie&s; 
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ſabieRs; ſuch as coulde (no doubt ) be 
content to lende all their affiftaunceto 
thecnimie, if any fit opportunitie were 
preſented : which thing, their manifold 
treacherous practiſes woondertfully diſ- 
couered , do ſufficiently witnes. Ouey 
theſe, it ſhall be very needfull, and ſhall 
make much for our fecuritie, asto hane 
a vigilant cie, ſo to carie arſeuere and 
ſtraighthand. They dealefecretly; they 
practiſe in the darke; they conſpire in . 
corners ; and therefore muſt bee well 
looked ynto : they are head-ſtrong; they 
will notbe ordered by law ; they exempt 
themſelues from their ſubie&ion and o0- 
bedience to their naturall prince ; and 
therefore their jnſolencie requireth a 
ſtrong ſnaffle : otherwiſe it will proceed 
verie far, to the indangering, orat the 
 leaſtendammaging of our preſent ſtate. 
How they may be reduced to ſome bet- 
terorder, otherwiſe than by force I ſee 
not; and yet howſocuer they are perſua- 
ded of the Spaniſh fauor, in that they are 
Cathabks and weare his b : I doubt 
-he would ſcarſe acknowledge them to 
be of his partie, although by their helpe 
he might obtaine his purpole ;for as the 

ies M 4 Spaniard 
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Spaziard'is feruent'in his blind religion 
ſo is healſo inſolent, conetous, and am- 
bitious, and would firſt ſeeke the ſatisft- 
eng of his aſpiring mind, by the Crown: 
then,of his couetous and renenging hu- 
mor, by a generall ſpoile; orif anytared 
the better,it is likely he wonld'prefer his 
own nation:and experience hath taught 
vs, that this people do hardly brooke a- 
ny other partnerin any thing, whereof 
they onely may enioy the benefite and 
colnmoditie, This alſo may be fitly con- 
ſidered, that in a generall conqueſt, the 
ſoldier carrieth a greater reſpe& to the 
bootie,than to religion; that, is the firſt 
thing he regardeth; this,ſhal be thought 
vpon at better leaſure, Our Papiſts are- 
full, and poſſeſſe more riches than they 
well vie; they haue manie heapes ofmo- 
nie; manie faire houſes; manie pleaſant 
laces; orrather pallaces, which would 
ealilye inuite a Spayzard to «cut their 
throats; and they would inotfaile rg do 
It, and to ſay afterwards, that they rooke 
them for Hugenets; or elſe' they"'would 
ſay with Antigonus, Proditionems thyn, on 
roditores : 1 like the treaſon, but'not the 
fraitor ; ſoſhould they receiue a keg 
al a ire, 
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hire. Thus is there cauſe Gy the Papiſts 
ſhould alfoioine with vs, 1n\ good polli- 
cie, howſotuer they difſent in true religt- 
on.Buritis likely,thatfearing ſome har-= 
der meaſure than hath: hitherto beene 
vied towards them, they ſhew ſome ber- 
ter conformitie in this time of triall;and 
it may be that they alſo contribute libes 
rally to this and the like ſeruices: neners 
yay their treacherous and f{editious 

ay ſition deſerueth-to be alwaies had 
uſpition; for it is impoſſible at once 
to be friends with that preſumpruous 
Prelate, and with our liegeSoueraigne; 
whoſe ſupremacie and prerogatine can- 
not in oneland ({tand both togither. Bur 
if the children of God ſhall with one 
faith, with one hart and hand hold faſt 
rogither, the children of Beha/(hall fall, 
and come to vtter confution.”.

way to eſcape the ſword; yet at CMoiſes 
praier, the-Lord.will diuide the waters, 
and giue his 1ſ-ael free paſſage, . when 
Pharao withall his hoſtſhal periſh and be 
overwhelmed; which giueth,vs this in; 
eouragement, that although the Spar 
| Pharaowere alreadie landed; _ 
the field ; had giuen vs bartell; and were 
purſuing vsatour heeles : yet if we faith- 
fully call vpon the Lord, he will not giue 
vs ouer into his bloody hands;according 
to his owne;promiſe; Call wpor me inthe 
Plal.50.15, Hime of trouble,and [wil deliner thee,and thou 
ſhalt glorifie me. Tt we will be heard, we 
muſt call, and that not faintly, but ear- 
neſtly,and without intermiflion. In that 
hot confligof the.children of 7rael with 
Exod.17.11 the. Amalckites » ſo.long as Moiſes held vp 
his hands and praied, the /fraelires hal 
the beſt, but.when he let them fall, the 
aduerſepart prevailed; ſoas. Aaron and 
Hr were forged to ſuſtaine the qraſogr 
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of hisarms : aſuffticientexample to ſhew 
that theLord will not be called vpon by 
halfs,or by fits,or for a faſhion, or as our 
owne humorſhall mooue vs, or preſent 
neceſſitie inforce vs; but hee requireth 
continuall ſupplications,voluntarie and 
hartie praier, with indefatigable lifting 
vp of handstothe throne of kis maielty, 
from whence commeth helpe, agreeable 
with that wholſom admonition of Saint 


Paul 1n his,6, chapter to the Epheſians; Eph.6.18. 


Praie alwaies mith all maner prater and ſup- 
plication in the ſpirit, and watch thereunto with 


. all perſenerance for all ſaints. The patient 


that deſireth to eſcape any dangerous 
diſcaſe,will open his griefeto the skilfull 
Phyfition,. and earneſtly craue his helpe 
for the ſpeedie cure thereof, and not on- 
lie this; but(which agreeth with our pur- 
poſe) he will daily and howerly (if it. be 
required)applic his wholſom medicins. 
The like is to. be done in our deſperate 
extremities,nay inthe leaſt dangers : we 
muſt vſ@ praier to the Lord, as the ficke 
patient vſeth the. phiſitions preſcripti- 
ons, which is a meane and-medicine-to 
preſerue vs from all perill;, not of bodie 


 onely , but alſo of ſoule. But we are al- 


waies 
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waies ficke, and haue need of helpe; we 
are continually expoſed to manie ha- 
zards and miſchicfes, eſpecially if we be 
the children of God , and haue an ear- 
neſt deuotion to ſerue him” Enimies a- 
broad,enimiesat home, forren enimies, 
domeſticallenimes, open-enimies;, ſe- 
ctet enimies;yEa{warmesof both ſorts; 
chiefely ſuch as will fleere in'our faces, 
and wilh' for -oportunitie to'cutte out 
throates ;' ſuch as have'honie in their 
mouths, and gall in their harts; fuch as 
like Iadas dip their ſop with: vs'in out 
dithes, when they haue corfpired'and re- 
ſolued tobetraie Chriſt with vs, and vs 
with Chriſt; fuch as enterinto our Syna- 
gogues like the Phariſes, into our chur- 
ches'and congregations'like the Scribes 
and Hypoerites, when indeed they ahhor 
vs and our religion : whoſe praters are 
notfor the ſtate of the true church , for 
the propagation of the Goſpell, for the 
ſafetie of the Prince- and people; but for 
the ſetting vp of idolatrie, for the reſto- 
ring'of the maſſe, for the vtter extirpati- 


-on of the word of the Lotd, and ſubuer+ 
Hon of thepreſent ſtate of the land. But 
notwithſtanding this their inalice, not- 


with- . 
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withſtanding all the Spanith trechenies : 
our God ſaith, that if we call ypon him, 
he will heare vs,and not onely heare, but 
alſo deliver ys from the iawes of thele (a- 
uage blood-fuckers. Though we ſee no 
helpe,yet will he open oureles , and we 
ſhall finde our felues inuironed with le- 
gions of angels to whos he hath giuen 
charge of our ſafetie: Elſhas ſeruant ſhall Pſal 91.1r, 
ſce troupes of horſes and chariots of fire *1286-17 
attending vpon his maſter and him;E/zas, Kings 1, 
ſhall command fire from heauentoton- 10, 12, 
ſume the ſoldiers of wicked eAbaziab; 
and at the praier of diſtreſſed Dewd, The , 
earth ſball tremble and quake, the foundations 2 - a . 
of the mountains ſpall mooue and ſhake bitanſe * © 
of the Lords anger, ſmoke (all go out of his 
noſtrels,and a conſuming fire out of his month; 
coales ſhall be kindled rhereat; He will bowe 
the beauens alſo and come downe, and darknes 
ſhall be under b1ts feete, exe. Thus will the 
Lord ſhewe himſelfe ynto ourenimies, 
thus will he ſtand by vs, and fightfor vs, 
if we crieand call vnto him. But wemuſt 
remember this, that as he1s gratious to 
deliuer vs,fo he expeceth thanksat our 
hands for this deliuerance; we muſt glo» 
rife him , we muſt extoll his name, and 
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acknowledge his great goodnes for our 


| preſeruation. If we conter but a lender 


benefite yvpon any man whatſocuer, we 
would eſteeme him veric ingratefull if he 
ſhould faile in the dutie of thankefulnes; 
yea we would looke for ſoine requitall 
ypon any 1uſt occaſion offered:: much 
more ought. we to performe all thankful 


. | offices towards our good God, who cx- 
-pecteth no other rewarde at our hands, 
; .thanthe onely acknowledgement there- 


of, and whoſe benefits towards vs, are 
daily infinite,and without number. 
.. Now it ſhal be good for vs toexamine 


'* our {elues how we haue beene affe&ed 


for the great fauors paſt ; for ſo manie 
yeeres peace vhder our gratious Soue- 


| raigne, forſuch manifold and rare blef- 


ſings of quietnes and plentie, but eſpect- 
ally of his word ſo plentifully preached 


amongvs, which no nation -vnder the 


ſunne hath enioied-ſolong , nor ſolibe- 
rally; neither can it be remembred that 
any people cuer went before vs for theſe 
temporall things, nor that any countrey 
is more happie for this ſpirituall iewell. 
Let vslooke vpon our neighbors of ech 
fide : The lowe countries are as it were 
deuoured 
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devoured by the Spaniard : The French 
troubled with ctuill difſentions, and the 
Goſpel much eclipſed in theſe parts 
with the darke cloudes of ſuperſtition; 
neither hath the buſie Spaniard beene 
long free from the Turkiſh forces; a iuſt 
meaſure for his vniuſt and tyrannonus 
dealing with Gods children,and he hath 
cauſe to feare ( God turne awaie ny 
great miſhap from Chriſtendome for his 
Chrifts ſake.) that without repentance, 
the crnel'Twrke wil deale with'him as did: 
O. Tomirs with Cyras-fill/his mouth with, 
blood being dead, whois netttr ſarisfied 
therewithaline. Thus are dar neighbors 


toſſed or ech ſide, and wein greatfecu- fl ® 


ritie and ſafetie; and ite or fruits an-' 
ſwerable to this great happines'? Isour' 
deuotion the more feruent? Do weem- 
brace his word with that zeale which he 
requireth in the worde'?' Many doit no 
doubt with great ſinceritic, but the cold- 
nes of the moſt is apparant. Butifwe 
deſire the continuance of Gods fauout- 
able countenance towards vs, we muſt- 
ioyne togither in this dutie aboue all 
things, which is the principall meane to 
make him 1oyne with ys, If this long”
